In this group is an efficient filter 
for keeping the interior of your re- 
frigerator fresh and sweet by ab- 
sorbing food odors. It’s a long nar- 
row, perforated aluminium container 
filled with pellets of “activated car- 
bon”, It looks almost like a flat sheet 
of the metal and is suspended under 
any shelf in the refrigerator by 
means of little hooks. 

The carbon grains or pellets with 
which it is‘ filled are made from husks

Early Canadian inventors, untroub- | 
led by nuclear fission, rocket bombs | 
or radar, were granted patents for| 
such grisly “new and yseful improve- 
ments” as a “pig's nose cartilage di- 
vider” and a coffin “to prevent in- 
fection.” More in line with present 
day “miracles” was the invention of 
Isaac Ogden, of Three Rivers, Que., 
;who in 1842 devised a “method of 
propelling vessels by means of heated 
air acting on the fluid in which they 


float.” 

Today, with most of the inventions 
submitted by large industrial con- 
cerns and dealing with technical sub- 
jects, patent attorneys prepare 99 
per cent, of the patent applications,
